thermometer registers 


228 degrees. Add strips of peel. 
Cook until peel becoms trans- 
parent, about 35 to 40 minutes. 
Drain: spread on waxed paper 
to cool. Roll in granulated sugar 
to coat. Store in tightly covered 
container until ready to pack as 
gift. Recipe makes about 1 
pound of peel.

We must wonder in- 
creasingly not only what we have done to 
the people of Vietnam by this erroneously 
conceived war but what we have done to 
ourselves. 


It all seemed to start out so well and 


with such noble intentions. There was the 
subversion of the Communist National 
Liberation Front with its assistance from 
Hanoi. There w as the threat — although not 
until later the presence — of North Viet- 
namese troops helping to overthrow the 
government in Saigon. There were the 
hundreds of thousands of refugees who fled 
south to escape Communist domination. 
There was obviously a systematic system 
of murder of village leaders and terrorist 


attacks upon peasants to insure then- 
support of the Viet Cong. There \vas the 
American tradition for self-determinism, 
oui' backing of democratic processes, our 
staunch belief that freedom — even the 
freedom of others — was worth sacrifice 
and death. 


What could have happened to turn this 


noble purpose into the incident at My Lai 
where two and three year old children were 
shot down at point blank range with M-16 
rifles? Where did \\e develop the contempt 
for the Vietnamese that could explode into 
such an orgy of hatred? Clearly no one 
bothered to ask the Vietnamese peasant 
exactly what sort of sacrifice he was 
walling to make for that abstract idea of 
freedom. 


It is true as some apologists have 


pointed out that whatever happened at My 
Lai was not official American policy as 
terrorism is official Communist policy. But 
the incident has demonstrated that there 
may be something even more seriously 
wrong with the values and standards of life 
in the United States than v\e thought. 
Breast beating alone won't cure it but v\e 
can no longer rest assured that only the 
Communists and the Fascists in the world 
today are the antichrist. "The 
blood 


dimmed tide is loosed," wrote W. B. Yeats 
in The Second Coming. And we are not 
innocent. 


Penalties for Student Disruptions 


It was evident when the 1969 legislature 


convened that there was among its 
members a strong inclination to take some 
action to discourage violent disruptions, 
including damage to property and in- 
terference with the declared functions of 
tax-supported institutions of higher learn- 
ing of the kind that ha\e afflicted the 
University of Wisconsin and several of the 
state universities during the last few years. 


The most important of the series of bills 


on the subject has now become law, in 


• Chapter 229 of the Wisconsin laws of 1969. 
- 
No one can accuse the legislature, 


-moreover, of acting precipitately in this 
instance. The session convened in January. 
The new law providing penalties for willful 


. student disrupters became law 11 months 
later. 


It provides that where a state or private 


•institution of higher learning, after notice 
and opportunity for hearing for an in- 
dividual attending or employed by such an 
institution, determines that such a person 
has been convicted by a court of record of a 
crime related to the use of force, disruption 
or seizure of property under control of such 
an institution, a new form of penalty shall 
be imposed by the institution involved. 


Most persons who have had college 


experience of their own, and those hun- 


dreds of thousands who are paying taxes or 
contributing to private institutions, will 
regard the penalties 
chosen 
by 
the 


legislature as mild enough. 


The new statute declares that in such 


circumstances the institution shall deny for. 
a period of one semester to two years, at its 
option, any direct state support for 
educational purposes, including loans, 
grants, partial or total exemption from 
tuition, scholarships, fellowships or aid, of 
any kind. 


The institutions will continue to have the 


right to suspend or expel students for 
misbehavior, under their o\\n delegated 
powers to assure the peaceful and orderly 
operation of the educational programs put 
in (he charge of their officers. 


The legislature's action providing 


specific punishment for proved and serious 
disruptions, therefore, may be interpreted 
as a kind of back-up authority, or even of 
encouragement, to the officers 
im- 


mediately responsible. We are confident 
that the act reflects the wishes of the people 
of Wisconsin, who intend that their college 
campuses shall provide opportunities for 
peaceful inquiry and learning, and cannot 
be permitted to become incubators of 
revolutionary violence. 


The Agreemenf With Japan 


The agreement reached by President 


Nixon and Japan's Premier Sato over the 
return of administrative control of 
Okinawa to Japan is particularly in- 
teresting because of the tacit Japanese 
recognition 
that it must play a wider 


defense role in Asia than it has in the past. 


Okinawa is to be returned to Japan in 


1972 
but the United States may keep its 


current large base there. The major 
restrictions are that nuclear weapons will 
be removed and that the United States 
must confer with Japanese officials before 
major military movements can be 
inaugurated such as the B-52 raids that 
often now originate on Okinawa. The same 
sort of arrangement is to be \\ orked out for 
the other American military bases on the 
mainland of Japan. 


This all may not sound much different 


from the current situation and it is not 
going to sat: '•• some of the political 
aspirants on Okina\\ a. Already some have 
commented that reversion of the island is 
supposed to mean the withdrawal of all 
American forces. But there are other 
Okinawans who have already recognized 
what the American influence means to the 
island's economy and what 
a hasty 


removal will also mean. 


Premier Sato spoke out firmly about the 


entire Far East security problem. "In the 
real international \\ orld, it is impossible to 
maintain adequately the security of Japan 
without international peace and security in 
the Far East... .Japan and the United States 
agree in their basic recognition of the 
importance of United States military bases 


on Okinawa. The peace-keeping function of 
the bases on Okinawa must continue to be 
etlective." Premier Sato then went on to 
emphasize that 
"the 
security of 
the 


Republic of Korea was 
essential 
to 


Japan's own security'' and that if an attack 
on South Korea required the United States 
to use its bases in Japan "for military 
combat operations to meet the armed at- 
tack, the policy of the Government of Japan 
toward prior consultation would be to 
decide its position positively and prompt- 
ly....the maintenance of peace and 
security in the Taiwan area was also a most 
important factor for 
the security of 


Japan." 


As far as using the Okinawa base for 


action in Vietnam, no decision was made or 
at least announced. This is a 
touchy 


political matter since there is considerable 
opposition to the American role in Vietnam 
in Japan. Nor can Premier Sato pledge a 
future Japanese government very easily to 
waiving the prior consultation in case of 
renewed military activity anywhere in the 
far Pacific area. However it is clear that he 
has 
no 
intention 
of 
renouncing 
the 


American-Japanese defense treaty. 


Even more encouraging was Premier 


Sato's statement that "I believe it is Japan 
rather than the United States that should 
take the leading role in such fields as 
economic and technical assistance toward 
the nation building efforts of the Asian 
countries." While it was not spelled out, 
this obviously is also going to mean some 
sort of a new Japanese military build-up.

The slaughter at Songmy 


(My Lai 4) raises those mind- 
•numbing moral questions 
•which strike one w ith special 
force on the eve of a visit to 
Saigon. I go there, by the way, 
on official business for the 
United States Information 
Agency, but — I take the time 
to put it into the record — the 
statute is plain on the matter, 
the Advisory Commission of 
the USIA on which I serve was 
intended to work in behalf of

1. What makes a killing 


especially abominable is the 
question of the necessity for it. 
A pilot 30.000 feet high who is 
ordered to lambast a city, 
Milage, or hamlet because it is 
a center of enemy activity and 
not otherwise neutralizable, 
proceeds with few moral 
scruples. In any event, those 
who ponder the deed, worry 
not about the soul of the pilot 
who drops the bombs, but 
about the soul of the general 
who told him to do so. 


In Songmy, it was different. 


There, or so the story goes, 
individual American soldiers 
squeezed triggers of rifles 
aimed at individual civilians 
who could not realistically be 
held to be a part of the 
enemy's war machine. For 
instance, children. Under the 
circumstances, if we are still 
inclined to the presumption of 
innocence, we examine other 
possibilities. 


2. Could it have been panic? 


What is it that causes panic? It 
is 
a 
commonplace 
that 


soldiers who are being shot at, 
who do not know whether they 
will live to see another day, 
who are tired and calloused 
and excitable, do things which 
their consciences would not 
justify when in cool working 
order. Is there palpable, in the 
anxiety to denounce the 
soldiers who took part in the 


massacre at Songmy, that old 
anxiety to discredit the 
Vietnam War by any means? 
The facts may, and yet may 
not answer convincingly that 
question. Thus far it looks like 
simple 
barbarism, 
like 


bllodlust sadism. The trouble 
with that explanation is that it 
does not easily reconcile with 
what we know about typical 
Americans. 
Were 
these 


typical Americans? Where 
they the kind of Americans 
who, 
if they had not found 


themselves in Vietnam with 
Vietnamese to fire at, might 
have found themselves 
in 


Chicago or New York or Loss 
Angeles aiming their guns at 
bank tellers or enemies of the 
local syndicate? 


Are We Circle-Squaring? 
3, and most important. Are 


we perhaps, in our common . 
rage against these soldiers, 
engaged, however subtly, in a 
circle-squaring 
expedition? 


•The same week tha t Mr. Nixon 
expressed himself as quite 
properly horrified at what 
happened at Songmy, he of- 
ficially proscribed the use of 
chemical 
and 
biological 


weapons by the United States 
even in retaliation against 
their use by an enemy. It 
seemed so simple, so wise, so 
humane, that few observers 
paused to wonder why, if it 
was so simple, so wise, so 
humane, it hadn't been done 
before? By, say, 
President 


Johnson? Well, not Johnson, 
because we all were taught 
that Johnson 
wanted 
to 


napalm little children. Well, 
John Kennedy? Why didn't he 
come to the same conclusion? 
Or, before that, Eisenhower 
the Good? 


We are, it seems to one 


observer, engaged, somehow, 
in 
trying 
to make 
war 


tolerable — which it isn't, for 
reasons ontological. It does 
not follow that war equals the 
massacre of civilians. But it 
may follow that war makes 
inevitable the incidence of 
Songmy — and Hiroshima, 
and Dresden. The prosecution 
of the guilty will, then, tell us a 
lot about them, and not a little 
about us; and about those who 
dream of wars fought from the 
turret of the good ship lollipop.

Many Other Examples 


But there are many other

except for a family 


tradition 
of 
political 


awareness and the obligations 
of citizenship. His grandfather 
served as lieutenant governor. 
The State Senate seat that the 
youthful Laird won more than 
a quarter of a century ago was 
vacated with the death of his 
father. 


Other members 
of his 


family were political activists, 
including his mother who was 
once a member of the Board of 
Regents of the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles 


and State Sen. Robert P. 
Knowles are the sons of a man 
who was once county judge of 
Pierce 
County. 
Their 


maternal grandfather was a 
leading man in organization 
politics in the northwestern 
part of the state in his lifetime. 


Kohlers and Zimmermans 
The 
Kohler 
family 
is 


another illustration of 
the 


effect of paternal involvement 
in politics. Walter Kohler Jr., 
who became one of the few 
three term governors of the 
state, was a campaign aide to 
his father while he was a 


college student and the father 
was running successfully for 
governor in 1928. Would 
Robert C. Zimmerman, the 
indestructible secretary of 
state, have chosen a political 
career except for the example 
of his father, who had held 
that office and the gover- 


• norship? 


Considering his tenure only, 


Gaylord Nelson is one of the 
mo'st successful politicians 
Wisconsin has produced in 
modern times. There is at 
least a fair chance that he will 
establish a record for con- 
secutive elections to public 
office, having been a state 
senator, governor, and U. S. 
senator since 1946. Now in his 
early fifties, Nelson learned 
about politics in his earliest 
boyhood as he travelled with 
his' father, an organization 
politician of strong political 
convictions in Polk County 
many years ago. 


Many Other Examples 


There are countless other 


examples. The late Chief 
Justice John E. Martin, after 
a long political experience, 
climaxed his career with 
service on the highest court of 
the state, where one of his 
uncles once sat. Thomas E. 
Fairchild, former attorney 
general, State Supreme Court 
judge and now a member of 
the U. S. 7th Circuit Court of 
Appeals, was deeply in- 
fluenced by the distinguished 
public service career of his 
late father, which extended 
from the legislature to the 
State Supreme Court. 


Two 
of 
the 
most 


distinguished public men of 
the state are Edwin Wilkie, a 
former circuit court judge 
who is now the state court 
administrator, and Horace 
Wilkie, a member of the State 
Supreme Court. Both were 
deeply influenced by the 
example of their father, the 
late Harold M. Wilkie, who in 
spite of a strenuous and 
lucrative law practice was 
involved in political affairs all 
of his life and once attained 
the chairmanship of the 
University of Wisconsin Board 
of Regents, among other 
distinctions.

Homosexual Problem 
In Prisons Shockina

Experts on prison life agree 


that perhaps as high as 90 per 
cent of all jail riots, attacks and 
disturbances are caused by two 
basic human appetites: for food 
and for sex. 


If the food is bad, or worse 


than usual, the inmates revolt, 
as they should. But there is little 
they can do to satisfy their 
normal sexual needs except 
engage 
in 
homosexual 


relations, which are rife in most 
prisons. 


The homosexual problem in 


jail is discreetly played down by 
the authorities, for fear of 
shocking or alienating the good 
citizens who prefer to be 
wrapped in smug ignorance 
about prison life and conditions. 
But most of what is called 
"unrest" in jail — including the 
not infrequent wounding or 
slaying of one inmate by 
another — is triggered by these 
unmet sexual needs. And 
"rape" is not at avll uncommon 
there. 


Only one American stale — 


Mississippi — currently permits 
conjugal relations between 
prison inmates and their wives, 
although Mexico, several South 
American countries, Scan- 
dinavia, and some nations in the 
Middle and Far East have 
adopted an enlightened policy 
toward the sexual rights of 
prisoners— and of their wives. 


Here Is a factor few penal 


syatema take into account. 


Even assuming that in losing 
most of his civil rights, the 
prisoner also loses his human 
right to sexual congress, what 
about the rights of his wife in 
being involuntarily deprived 
through no fault of her own? 


Such deprivation not merely 


may drive the inmate into a 
homosexual relationship in 
prison — which often ruins him 
for conjugal normality when he 
comes out — but also imposes 
either continence or infidelity 
upon the wife who is waiting 
years for his return. If a man 
forfeits his rights to legally 
sanctioned sex, does the wife 
forfeit her rights also? 


Of course, a woman can 


divorce her husband while he Is 
in jail; she can take a lover, or 
many; or she can stifle her 
sexual needs for years, or 
decades. But if she is a normal 
woman, with a family and a 
social life, is it not inhumanly 
cruel to force her into desertion, 
adultery, or involuntary ab- 
stinence? 


Quite apart from this moral 


question, the confinement and 
segregation of large groups of 
men 
without normal sexual 


outlets is psychologically and 
socially as unhealthy as any act 
the inmate may have com- 
mitted. It is punitive without 
point, and corrupts rather than 
.chastens. How long will we 
close our eyes to thin monstrous

Sex Problems 
Could Cause 
Physical His 


Physician Reports 
Third of Patients 
Have 'Hang-Ups' 


DENVER, Colo. (AP) — As 


many as a third of the patients 
who go to see a doctor because 
they have physical complaints 
may be suffering from sex prob- 
lems, a California physician re- 
ports. 


These patients do not recog- 


nize that fheir "hangups" about 
sex might be causing such prob- 
lems as headaches or fatigue or 
eye infections or leg pains, Dr. 
Daniels D. Hansen 
of Ingle- 


wood, Calif., said Tuesday. 


Hansen, a doctor of internal 


medicine, teaches at the Univer- 
sity of California Medical School 
at.'Los Angeles. He participated 
in a day-long program on sexual 
problems in medical practice at 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion's clinical convention. 


Turn - About 


In the past few years, Hansen 


told a news conference, "there 
has been a 180-degree turn on 
the part of medical school ad- 
ministrators" in allowing sex 
education in their curricula. As 
recently as six or seven years 
ago no such program as the one 
in which he participated would 
have been given at an AMA 
meeting, he said. 


Psychiatrists 
traditionally 


have been assigned the role of 
listening to patients talk about 
sex and there has been little in- 
clination on the part, of other 
physicians to talk about this 
subject with patients, he said. 


Hansen said that because of 


the past education of physicians 
they have not been equipped to 
recognize a physical problem as 
a sex problem in disguise. 


Long Process 


Very often it takes a long time 


to evoke from the patient the 
fact, that, he has a sex problem, 
even when Ihe physician sus- 
pects it, and sometimes this 
cannot be brought out at all be- 
cause of the sensitivity that sur- 
rounds the subjet, Hansen said. 


The press of time and other 


patients frequently prevent phy- 
sicians from dealing with the 
problem, he said. 


After a physical problem is 


recognized as being related to a 
sexual problem, sometimes 
a 


"30-second 
psychotherapy" 
is 


all that is needed to eliminate it, 
he said. At other 
times, a 


lengthy 
psychoanalysis 
might 


be required, or rarely, a patient 
may have to go through life 
with the problem because he 
cannot deal with it. 


Hansen said "the symbolic 


translation of sexual conflict is 
possible into any organ or organ 
system" of the body. 


He said he thinks most doc- 


tors sec as many patients with 
scx-rclatcd physical problems 
as he docs but. that they do not 
recognize them. At. least a third 
of his patients are so affected, 
he said.

Physician Reports 
Third of Patients 
Have 'Hang-Ups' 


DENVER, Colo. (AP) — As 


many as a third of the patients 
who go to see a doctor because 
they have physical complaints 
may be suffering from sex prob- 
lems, a California physician re- 
ports. 


These patients do not recog- 


nize, that their "hangups" about 
sex might be causing such prob- 
lems as headaches or fatigue or 
eye infections or leg pains, Dr. 
Daniels D. Hansen 
of Ingle- 


wood, Calif., said Tuesday. 


Hansen, a doctor of internal 


medicine, teaches at the Univer- 
sity of California Medical School 
at Los Angeles. He participated 
in a day-long program on sexual 
problems in medical practice at 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion's clinical convention. 


Turn - About 


In the past few years, Hansen 


told a news conference, "there 
has been a 180-degree turn on 
the. part, of medical school ad- 
ministrators" in allowing sex 
education in their curricula. As 
recently as six or seven years 
ago no such program as the one 
in which he participated would 
have been given at an AMA 
meeting, he said. 


Psychiatrists 
traditionally 


have been assigned the role of 
listening to patients talk about 
sex and there has been little in- 
clination on the part, of other 
physicians 
to talk about this 


subject with patients, he said. 


Hansen said that because of 


the past education of physicians 
they have not been equipped to 
recognize a physical problem as 
a sex problem in disguise. 


Long Process 


Very often it takes a long time 


to evoke from the patient the 
fact that, he has a sex problem. 
even when Ihe physician sus- 
pects it, and sometimes 
this 


cannot be brought out at all be- 
cause of the sensitivity that sur- 
rounds the subjet, Hansen said. 


The press of time and other 


patients frequently prevent phy- 
sicians from dealing with the 
problem, he said. 


After a physical problem is 


recognized as being related to a 
sexual problem, sometimes a 
"30-second 
psychotherapy" 
is 


all that is needed to eliminate it, 
he said. At other times, 
a 


lengthy 
psychoanalysis might 


be required, or rarely, a patient 
may have to go through life 
with the problem because he 
cannot deal with it. 


Hansen said "the symbolic
